Wins First Pure Bred Heifer Show 


The Diamond Jubilee celebration in hon- 
or of the founding of the Iowa State Fair 
saw the institution of a new classification 
on boys and girls work that is destined to 
become as popular with the young people 
of the state as is today the boys and girls 
fat calf club work. The new work will do 
even more for the advancement of the pure 
bred industry in that it has to do with the 
selection, feeding and showing of pure bred 
heifers from the recognized beef breeds. 

This is the first classification of this sort 
and the endeavor already is a success. Only 
heifers calved between January 1 and Sep- 
tember 30, 1928, were admitted. The range 
of ten months gave a wide variation in size. 


This uneveness will no doubt be overcome 
in the future by making more classes and 
thus reducing the age range in each class. 

The initial show proved a great success. 
It was held Friday, August 23d, when the 
record crowd of 71,000 people passed 
through the gates. Seventy-seven sweet 
heifers were led into the arena. Twenty- 
two of these were Herefords, thirty-seven 
were Shorthorns and eighteen were Aber- 
deen-Angus. Prof. Kildee, of Iowa State 
College at Ames did a splendid piece of 
work in making the placings. The Profes- 
sor used great care and judgment in select- 
ing his tops, looking constantly to type and 
breed character and the Journal is of the 
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opinion that his retention for this work j 
the years to come will assist materially 
these youngsters in establishing herds , 
the right type and kind. It is well to bald

Just what the future has in store for thiy 
new classification the Journal does not 
know. It is hoped however, that more 
classes may be provided, the age range re. 
duced in each section so the calves wil] be 
more uniform as to size and age.

Breeds in New Zealand. 

The total number of cattle in New Zea- — 
land has been going down during the last 
few years, says the Australian Pastoral Re- 
view, the total in 1928 being 3,328,699, as 
against 3,530,811 in 1924. The decline is in 
the beef types, there having been a sub — 
stantial increase in the dairy breeds and 
crosses. 

Jerseys are outstanding both in pure 
breds and crosses. In the four years under 
notice pure bred Jerseys increased from 
28,554 to 39,379, Friesians from 8,177 to 
10,670, Ayrshires from 3,832 to 4,905, milk- — 
ing Shorthorns from 2,969 to 4,199; beef — 
Shorthorns declined from 4,319 to 2,630, 
Herefords from 4,234 to 4,210, and Aber. — 
deen-Angus from 4,295 to 4,269. : 

Cross-breds with a predominating strain — 
show various tendencies towards which © 
breeding has developed. Jersey crosses have — 
increased in the four years from 883,070 to 
1,236,289, Friesian have decreased from 
275,268 to 231,022, and Ayrshire from 51; 
397 to 48,192. Red Polls, which showed 4 
decrease in the number of pure breds, have 
increased in cross-breds from 4,413 t 
6,909; milking Shorthorns have gone down 
from 774,691 to 440,585, and beef Short- 
horns from 666,487 to 417,493. Hereford 
crosses, with 514,528 in 1924, have decreas- 
ed to 426,241, and Aberdeen-Angus crosses 
have gone up from 285,941 to 351,118. 


The tendency of late years is for the 
Hereford and Aberdeen-Angus breeds t0 
displace the Shorthorn in breeding for beet, 
one of the explanations being that the fat — 
tening country in the North Island, which — 
made the Shorthorn the most profitable — 
breed for that class of pasture, has been — 
devoted to dairying, the Hereford and Ab- ; 
erdeen-Angus being more suitable and prof: —

Jowa’s Diamond Jubilee 


Aberdeen-Angus Show és Best in Many Years 


Early in the season Secretary A. R. Corey was relieved of the 
anxiety over the Aberdeen-Angus exhibit that was to honor his 
Diamond Jubilee exhibition. Superintendent Pike in charge of the 
beef cattle division reserved a few more stalls than usual. This 
year two rows the whole length of the mammoth cow barn were 
devoted to the exposition of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cattle. Be- 
side nearly two sections or blocks of space (about one-third on an- 
other row) in the third row were pressed into service. Ten herds 
were present. Nine of these were owned by Iowa breeders. James 
B. Hollinger, of Chapman, Kansas, was the only honored guest 
from outside the state. In addition to the full herds five boys en- 
tered their heifers in the pure bred open show. A total of 143 ani- 
mals had been entered in the Aberdeen-Angus classes. No other 
breed can make such a fine showing when it comes to loyalty of 
home state breeders. While a great many more cattle were enter- 
ed in the contemporary breeds a vast majority of the entries were 
owned by visitors from outside the state. 

When we watched the splendid classes of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle march into the show ring, there to divide less than $3,000 
in prize money we wondered why it was that the steadfast loyalty 
of Iowa breeders did not warrant the expenditure of an equal sum 
in prize monies as compared with the other breeds. The Short- 
horns had been granted almost $5,000 over which to scrap and the 
Hereford breed had been supplied a trifle over that amount by the 
state fair association. All this exclusive of the amounts put up 
by the various breed associations. The Journal believes the Aber- 


deen-Angus breed to be worthy of better consideration at the hands 
of the budget committee or whoever it is that sets the amounts to 
be awarded. The loyalty of the Iowa breeders to their home show 
merits stronger cooperation. 

The big barns looked rather bare Friday morning when we 
first entered them. To be sure there were a lot of excellent cattle 
in the stalls at that time but many more were to come. Those at 
Springfield, Illinois, and those at Sedalia, Missouri, would not be 
released from these shows so they could arrive much before Sun- 
day morning. All day Friday and Saturday the lads were busy 
shaking up great deep, fluffy straw beds upon which the tired cat- 
tle might enjoy a few pleasant dreams before they would be arous- 
ed and dressed up for the Diamond Jubilee battle that was to open 
Monday afternoon in the arena just north of the cattle barns. 

Many of the cattle had been long on the circuits. However, but 
little was generally known as to what had been taking place be- 
cause of the inability of the Journal to secure accurate reports of 
the early shows. For this reason there was much whispering about 
the Aberdeen-Angus allies. What had transpired at many of the 
earlier shows did not mean so very much anyhow for not many of 
these herds had met under the same judge more than once and 
there had been diversity of opinion amongst these judges. So what 
was to happen on the Iowa tan bark remained somewhat of a mys- 
tery. 
Monday noon rolled around pretty quickly. The boys took an

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Rowles Captures All Championship Ribbons 


It was mid afternoon on Monday, August 26th, the bull classes 
had been disposed of in rapid succession. Then came the females. 
First the aged cow class of seven head swung majestically across 
the tan bark and fell in line right under the eyes of a gasping au- 
dience. Such magnificent beasts as these had seldom been seen to- 
gether. Even unto the last every one had some time or other won 
a blue ribbon. Among them were grand champions of other shows. 
Blackcap of Glenrock 3d 368121 a daughter of Black Belmore 336- 
169 and a cow of great scale, depth, thickness, width, smoothness, 
type and character was the choice of the ringside as she marched 
in, and the judge liked her too, well enough to place her at the 
head of the class. She is but four years old and carries perhaps 
more blue ribbons in her hope chest than does any other member 
of this group. This year she has been undefeated champion cow 
wherever led out. She is the work of a master showman and fit- 
ter, Matt Young, who has 
carried her in full bloom for 
better than two years for 
her owners Messrs. Wm. 
Rowles & Son. The runner- 
up in this battle was Black 
Lass of Glencarnock 6th 377- 
962, a daughter of Blackcap 
Revolution 287269 with no 
mean show record. She was 
shown by Harrison & Ryan, 
of Harlan, Iowa. Third posi- 
tion was held by Pinehurst 
Prudence 2d 387432, a daugh- 
ter of Blackcap Bandolier 2d 
363329, shown by Schmueck- 
er & Sons, of Blairstown. 
Iowa, Fourth place was 
graced by Eileen of Wheat- 
land 392634, a daughter of 
Blackcap Poe 365201, shown 
by Jas. B. Hollinger, of Kan- 
sas. Fifth position was 
awarded Blackcap Marjorie 
2d 382029, a daughter of 
Black Benz 2d 204481, a cow 
that has brought home to the 
Blake Brothers many a blue 
ribbon. Eulogy of Leamoor 
343814, sired by Envious Erica 312081 stood next for Mrs. Irene 
Brown; and Mr. Holinger finished the class with Chimera 399287, 
a daughter of Irenmere 6th 366905, shown successfully last season. 

Nine two year old cows fell in line. They were a mighty pret- 
ty set.

is Alvin Jorgensen’s Aberdeen-Angus Calf 


Junior Iowa was at its best at the Dia- 
mond Jubilee show staged this year by Sec- 
retary Corey of the Iowa State Fair Board. 
Fully six hundred calves were in the Club 
barns, and as many lowa youths, both boys 
and girls, mostly boys. There were lads 
just over the ten year old mark and those 
approaching the age limit, each hoping that 
his steer might come close to the top in his 
class and perhaps be a candidate for high 
honors. This place can be accorded but 
one. Alvin Jorgensen, of Elk Horn, Iowa, 
has been trying a long time to gain the top 
—this year he succeeded in red hot compe- 
tition. 

It seemed that there would never be room 
for all the calves when those entered in the 
March to April, 1928, class came march- 
ing into the arena. When the parade ceas- 
ed and the check was completed a total of 
52 head of Aberdeen-Angus were in line on 
Saturday morning, August 24th. “Milt” 
Tudor widely known judge and Aberdeen- 
Angus breeder, owner of Glyn Mawr herd 
at lowa City, acted as judge in the Doddie 
division. This being his ninth consecutive 
year in that office. His work has been 
more than satisfactory to all concerned, a 
better steer judge would be hard to find. 
The fair management, perhaps unknowing- 
ly, has done the Aberdeen-Angus breed a 
favor indeed by retaining the services of 
Milt Tudor as judge in this section of the 
big Iowa show. Nine straight years has 
served to a good end—the calves that came 
into the ring this year were more uniform 
in type and character than ever before. His 


work has served to establish a fixed type, 
a fact that is of unknown value to the 
breed and the breeders of Iowa. As long 
as his services may be had the Journal 
would like to see him retained so the work 
would go on with even stricter adherence 
to type all the way down the line. It is a 
known fact that to win under Milt Tudor 
the calves must be of the right type and 
they must be good from end to end. 

This first class brought to the top a fine 
string of nice uniform calves of much qual- 
ity and breed character. In fact the whole 
string was much better in this respect than 
any heretofore shown. Besides the calves 
in each class were presented in better flesh 
than in other years. It was plainly evident 
that the boys and girls at the halters had 
been attending to their business the last 
year. Woldo Mommsen, of Miles, won the 
class with a good thick steer called Mike. 

Fifty-six head lined up in the intermedi- 
ate class, which proved to be more ragged 
than either of the other two classes. This 
was a hard one to judge. When all was 
over Dwight Wine, of Lake City, had suc- 
ceeded in placing his steer Shorty Lew at 
the head of the list. 

Fifty-seven head came forward in the 
junior class. This was an _ exceptionally 
strong group. Many outstanding calves ap- 
peared in the line. From the start it was 
apparent from what was going on over on 
the other side of the arena where the Here- 
fords and the Shorthorns were being judg- 
ed that the grand champion, if he was to 
be an Aberdeen-Angus, would have to come 


from this class. Several times down the 
line the judge passed. Finally he began to 
draw them out and set them in a new line, 
some ten or fifteen tops were in the second 
line in just a few minutes. This second 
line was given another shifting. Then the 
fight was on. Two particularly outstand- 
ing calves stood at the top. Which would 
it be? The judge wanted to be certain that 
he was right, so he worked them over of- 
ten. Finally Revolution 90th 423976 a pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus calf sired by Black- 
cap Revolution was sent to the top. He was 
so smooth, so deep, and so well balanced 
that he finally won favor with the judge. 

Later this calf was made champion Aber- 
deen-Angus club calf with Thornwood Dick 
shown by little Bobby Orr, second in this 
class, securing the reserve ticket. 

After the Shorthorn and Hereford cham- 
pions had been selected the six calves were 
lined up before Professor Stephenson and 
Steer Feeder Foster who acted as a com- 
mittee to select the grand champion over all 
breeds. These two men took their time to 
the job and did it well. The three reserve 
calves were drawn out and the fight sim- 
mered down to the Shorthorn, the Hereford 
and the Aberdeen-Angus first prize win- 
ners. What they were going to do was not 
so plainly evident as to relieve the tension 
that gripped the audience which was com- 
posed of sponsors of all three breeds. This 
inter-breed battle is in the opinion of the 
Journal one of the finest shows that could 
possibly take place at the fair for it draws 
together men of all faiths, furnishing an 
excellent opportunity to show real sports- 
manship—and this they did. Finally it was 
apparent that the Shorthorn calf had been 
dropped from the reckoning. This was no 
easy matter for he was a good one. The 
battle then continued without words. The 
judges stepped back, counciled for a mo- 
ment and pointed to the Aberdeen-Angus 
calf that stood in the center of the group. 
Young Jorgensen had reached the goal he 
had so long labored to reach. His face was 
so bright that one could scarcely see his 
eyes shine beneath the brim of his cap. So 
once again the Doddie has defended his ti- 
tle to the grand championship beef produc- 
er honors. 

The groups were wonderfully well pre- 
sented and received. Marshall county, the 
home of Smoke Meier and others of like 
ambitions and an unsatiable appetite for 
championships, took away top honors in ev- 
ery group, even the mixed group. It be- 
gins to look like one would have to take up 
residence in Marshall county if he even 
hopes to participate in the winning of any 
of these ribbons. In the finals Marshall 
county brought forward her four groups or 
herds and the grand championship honors 
went to the mixed group composed of four 
Aberdeen-Angus and a Hereford. Mr. Far- 
ley of the Hereford Journal was fearful 
that the lone Hereford might not be able 
to pull the four doddies across, but he did.

A CONCRETE EXAMPLE OF THE WORTH 
OF ABERDEEN-ANGUS AS BEEF PRODUCERS. 

Ostensibly the ultimate purpose of a fat bullock show is to 
demonstrate the value of the animals from a commercial stand- 
point—the production of greater quantities of the higher priced 
cuts as calculated from returns received when the carcass goes ov- 
er the block to the consumer. The groupings in the 4-H Club con- 
test at the recent Iowa State Fair serve to give light on this sub- 
ject. Each county was called upon to make a display in the groups 
or herds of five steers. A large number of 
herds were presented in each breed. From 
them was selected for the respective breed a 
champion group which together with a mixed 
group containing two or more breeds should 
compete in the finals for the herd champion- 
ship. 
am the mixed herds we find facts worthy 
of careful consideration. Fifteen herds were 
out. Seventy-five head in all. Each county 
put together a group which in the estimation 
of the club leader would have some chance to 
win the class. In the groupings were seven- 
teen Shorthorns, twenty-seven Herefords and 
thirty-one Aberdeen-Angus calves. Attention 
is here called to the chart appearing on this 
page giving in detail the composition of each 
group and its respective placing in the final 
contest. 

_ Aberdeen-Angus supporters will be grat- 
ified to note that the first set contained four 
Aberdeen-Angus or 80% of the winners. Eight

Minot O pens Season 


with Three Strong Doddie Herds 


North Dakota opened her show season for 
1929, July 1st to 6th, with a very strong 
exposition of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This 
was the opening event for the States and 
gave the good audiences a keen insight in- 
to the high beefing quality represented in 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

The Hartley Stock Farms of Page, North 
Dakota, were not to have things all their 
own way even though the play was being 
staged on home grounds. The Chas. W. 
Shipton herd from Green Mountain, lowa, 
was there with a very strong display. His 
cattle being superior in quality to those 
shown by him last season. The Wm. Rowles 
& Son herd from Onawa, Iowa, with a 
known reputation for devouring blue and 
purple ribbons in any kind of company, in- 
cluding the grand championship female at 
the last International, was there to do bat- 
tle and to bring fresh honors to this firm. 
Thus the herds that furnished the Interna- 
tional grand champion bull and female for 
1928 were to meet right in the beginning of 
the show season. 

The classes were as good as has been 
seen upon the Minot grounds. Glencarnock 
Barbaloution, a son of Blackcap Revolution, 
owned and shown last year very successful- 
ly by Geo. Clark of South Dakota, is this 
year owned and shown by the Hartley Stock 
Farms. He won the aged bull class, de- 
feating three other grandsons of Earl Mar- 
shall. Mr. Shipton showed his two year 
old bull Marshall of Black Rose 407520 to 
the senior and grand championship and the 
Hartleys showed Blackbird Perfect of Page, 
whose number was not given and whose an- 
cestry we are unable to trace on that ac- 
count, for the junior championship. The 
two and three bull groups went to Hartley 
Stock Farm with Rowles the runner up in 
both instances. 

In the cow class Blackcap of Glenrock 3d 
a daughter of Black Belmore, and a consist- 
ent winner of class last year for Rowles & 
Son came back stronger than ever, one of 
the most pleasing big cows of the breed. 
She has scale, width, depth, thickness, ex- 
cellent fleshing and quality to spare. For 
that reason she made a most acceptable 
grand champion female for this first show. 
Rowles also captured the May to Decem- 
ber, 1927, and May to September, 1928, 
heifer classes with Maple River Erianna 
5th and Maple River Erianna 6th respect- 
ively, both daughters of Black Marshall 2d. 
The latter heifer an exceptionally sweet 
thing went through to the junior and re- 
serve grand championship. 

Shipton won the May to April, 1927, class 
with a very choicely made heifer called 
Eline Energy 2d 407517 a daughter of 
Egret. Hartley Stock Farms captured the 
January to April, 1928, heifer class with a 
splendidly turned heifer named Eline 2d of 
Page 421219 and the after October heifer 
class with Elba of Page, a mighty sweet 
little heifer sent for record. (We are not 
just positive but believe these heifers are 
sired by Glencarnock Revolution 6th). We 
regret that we are unable to announce the 
sires of these two for certain. At this time 
the Journal makes another appeal to show 
people everywhere asking that each herd be 
listed with us in its entirety. Include in 


this report the name and number of the 
animal and the calving date and the name 
and number of both the sire and the dam of 


each animal. Such informtion will aid ma- 
terially in presenting reports and help like 
everything to reduce the number of errors 
that otherwise might appear. 

Rowles won the Get of Sire class with 
the progeny of Black Marshall 2d; Hartley 
Stock Farm was second with a Get by Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th; Rowles placed a 
Get by Blackcap Bazil in third place and 
Shipton had a Get by Baden Marshall at 
fourth place. 

The herds and other groups were receiv- 
ed most favorably by the ringside. In fact 
upon interview the boys at the barns re- 
ported a very enthusiastic lot of state fair 
visitors. “It seems” says one of the lads 
“that folks up here like the Aberdeen-An- 
gus better every time we come.” This is a 
fact quite pronounced and speaks well for 
the good impression the show herds are 
making in that splendid cattle country.

at PERTH Greatest Ever Known There 


According to the North British Agricul- 
turalist, Perth, experienced one of the 
greatest shows it has ever known. One of 
the features of the show, August 3d, was 
the display of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This 
is the report as given: 

“Supreme championship honours in a 
creditable display of Aberdeen-Angus was 
won by Mr. A. T. Reid, Auchterarder 
House, with his handsome four-year-old bull 
Bushranger of Gallovie, a son of the High- 
land champion Pundit of Moyness, from 
Bright Maid of Duthil. The champion at 
Crieff, he also stood fourth in a strong 
class at Alloa, while last year he was second 
in the same class here. Reserve for the 
supreme and winner of the Auchterarder 
cup for the best female was Messrs. Mar- 
shall & Mitchell’s leader in the strongest 
class of cows seen at Perth for a number 
of years. This was the eight-year-old Em- 
press Elect of Bleaton, by Esquire of Har- 
viestoun, from a Baron Beauford dam. She 
won the same class and was reserve cham- 
pion here last year, while recently she was 
highly commended at Alloa. Reserve for 
the latter trophy was another Alloa win- 
ner in Mr. R. Wemyss Honeyman’s level 
quality yearling heifer Beryl 2d of Dercu- 
lich, by Evolum of Ballindalloch, by Eclo- 
tus. Fourth in her class at Alloa, she was 
purchased at Perth last autumn for 170 gs. 
The reserve champion bull was the winning 
junior yearling Election of Bleaton, shown 
by Messrs. Marshall & Mitchell. This prom- 
ising calf was the champion Bensign out of 
the Empress Elect of Bleaton, the cham- 
pion cow. 

“Apart from the tops of the respective 
bull classes quality was nothing startling. 
Second in the aged class was the well- 
grown Evaristo of The Burn, by Everil of 
Ballindalloch, which was third last year for 
Mr. J. E. Cox of Methven Castle, the Can- 
dacraig-bred Edric, by Prince of Salonica, 
winning third card for Mrs. Anderson, 
Damside, Auchterarder. The only two- 
year-old was Mr. Honeyman’s Barkalus of 
Derculich, a neatly-modelled son of Eclotus, 
from the “Royal” champion winning cow 
Barakella. The winner for yearlings was 
Mr. George A. D. M‘Dowell with Evening 
Star of Comrie, a thick, low-set quality son 
of Prince of Rushcourt, from Elite 3d of 
Basildon. Of a breeder’s type, he is a trifle 
easy on his back. The second winner at 
Crieff, Mr. Niven’s Welmar, from Tibber- 
more was considered lucky to get preced- 
ence to Mr. J. M. Buchanan’s Rustic of 

Kinermony, the Gargunnock champion, and 
commended at Alloa. 

“Females were the better section. After 
the champion in a strong class of cows 
came Mr. Honeyman’s five-year-old Pride 
of Masinde, by Evermore of Ballindalloch. 
This was a 200-guinea purchase at the 
Rosebrae dispersion. The same exhibitor 
was third with Baraka, by Edward of 
Rarichie, while the consecutive cards fell to 
Mr. F. A. Rottenburg with Malaya of Doon- 
holm, v. h. c. at Alloa, and Mr. M‘Dowell 
with the Mungoswalls-bred Elnovia by Pa- 
tron of Bywell. Mr. Honeyman had a

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P oultry Pointers 


By W. H. Lapp. 


During the late fall and winter months, 
as a general rule, egg prices are very much 
higher than at any other time throughout 
the year. Years ago there was a question 
in the minds of many farm poultry produc- 
ers whether one could obtain a high yield of 
eggs during the late fall and winter months, 
especially was this questionable in our cen- 
tral north states where climate played a 
very important part toward the production 
of the stock. 

Recent years have witnessed some re- 
markable changes from the standpoint of 
production. We find pullets and hens dur- 
ing the fall and winter months today cap- 
able of producing many 
more eggs than was 
the case years ago. 
The reason for this 
condition is the fact 
that greater attention 
is given to protect the 
birds from inclement 
weather also the fact 
that greater emphasis 
is given to feeding. 
The writer once heard 
the statement made by 
a poultry producer that 
he was not interested 
in the production of 
his flock during the 
winter months because 
they would lay more 
eggs in the spring of 
the year. This state- 
ment has been proven 
erroneous, time and 
again for records have 
clearly proven that 
birds coming into the lay during the early 
fall or winter months will, as a general 
rule, lay as many if not more than the birds 
coming into production during the early 
spring months, that is, during the same

length of time. There are a number of fact- 
ors that must be given consideration at this 
time of the year if we are going to have 
the greatest success with our stock during 
the winter months. First of all the factor 
of housing must receive some attention. In 
travelling the entire United States, one 
finds some radical differences in opinions 
regarding poultry housing. There are, with- 
out a doubt, a number of principles that 
must be incorporated in any type of poul- 
try house if it is going to be successful. 
There is a question in the mind of the writ- 
er whether there is such a thing as “The 
Best Poultry House,” for much depends up- 


During September is a good time to plough the ground around the Poultry House. 


on the principles incorporated in the house, 
and more depends upon the management of 
the house. It should be kept in mind at all 
times that it does not take new lumber to 
make a hen lay. In other words, many times 
our houses can be remodelled in such a way 
that it will incorporate satisfactory princi- 
ples for the best health and productivity of 
the stock. 

Dryness in the poultry house is very suc- 
cessful. In constructing any type of house 
this factor must always be kept in mind. 
The principal sources of dampness in the 
house are: (1) Through the floor; (2) 
Through the birds breathing; (3) Through 
rain or snow dashing into the house. 

The floor in the house becomes moist and 
damp many times due to capillary attrac- 
tion, that is, the moisture found in the sub- 
stratus of the soil come to the surface due 
to this capillary attraction and oftentimes 
causes the floor to become damp. It is the 
same principle involved when we lay a 
board on the ground and leave it there for 
any length of time, then upon removing the 
board we find the ground is damp, due to 
the fact that the sunlight has not had an 
opportunity to dry the ground underneath 
the board. This capillary moisture can be 
eliminated when a good floor is placed in 
the house. For the permanent laying house 
a floor made up of six or eight inches of 
crushed rock, cinders, bricks or any open 
material, a layer of tar paper and one inch 
of cement makes a very satisfactory con- 
struction or another good floor is one that

and about one inch of cement. In the cage 
of the movable house the board flooy is 
preferred. 
Through the Birds Breathing.

try house. The coldest 
air in the house is gen- 
erally near the floor, 
The hens working on 
the floor will breathe 
this cold air and also 
through contact will 
warm the air. This 
warm air given off in 
breathing will contain 
a certain amount of 
moisture which will 
travel upward in the 
house with the warm 
air. If there is no 
means provided where- 
by this moisture can 
be removed from the 
upper portion of the 
house it will condense 


in cold weather and — 
cause frost to appear on the two-by-fours, — 


ceiling and nail heads. f 
This condition is seen very often in poul- 
try houses during the winter. At this time 


of the year it is well to recall the conditions 


that existed in the house during previous 
cold weather and if there was an apparent 
fallacy in the ventilation correction should 
be made. 

In observing the stock during the sum- 
mer and early fall months one should keep 
in mind that rapid development, to com- 
plete maturity and early egg production, is 
as a general rule a criterion to the best 
laying stock. 


Through Rain and Snow Dashing Into 
the House. 


The access of moisture in the poultry 
house through rain and snow dashing into 
the house through the windows is primarily 
a question of management. In the first 
place the windows should be so constructed 
that the least amount of moisture enters. 
This must be carefully guarded during the 
winter time especially when snow is falling. 


Moving Pullets to Laying Quarters. 


Pullets should be moved to the laying | 


house not later than November 1st and pre- 


ferably by October 15th. This gives them | 


ample time to become accustomed to their 
surroundings before egg production sets i.

oe, This is significant of the 
changes that are taking place in our poul- 
try industry. The market for storage eggs 
has been influenced very materially in re- 
cent years because of the earlier and heav- 
ier egg production during the Fall and Win- 
ter months. If our present production 
changes continue in the same degree for 
the next ten or fifteen years as in the past, 
the storage of eggs will be reduced to inci- 
dental proportions. The tendency, at least, 
is in that direction and when we consider 
the experiences with storage eggs during 
the past few years we can readily under- 
stand that there are a number of changes 
taking place having a_ material influence 
upon this phase of the industry. : 

The greatest volume of winter eggs will 
be produced from pullets; consequently 
they should be given the best of care and 
attention. Comfort in every possible way 
should be afforded by correct ventilation, 
sanitation, etc. | Feeding should be regu- 
lar, water or milk must be available at all 
times and by all means a supply of well 
balanced rations should be accessible. 

An empty mash hopper is no inducement 
to a heavy laying bird; in fact, feeding con- 
trols the number of eggs that will be laid. 
The number of eggs that a hen can lay is 
determined when she it hatched. The num- 
ber of eggs that a hen will lay is determin- 
ed by feeding and management. 

Overcrowding. 

Every poultry house, no matter how large 
or small, has a maximum and minimum ca- 
pacity for birds. If the rule is violated one 
way or the other the maximum results can- 
not be obtained. ; 

For the smaller breeds, like the Leg- 
horns, allow three feet of space per bird. 
For the larger breeds, like the Rocks, 
Wyandottes, Reds, etc., allow from three 
and one-half to four feet (square feet) of 
space per bird. 

It is generally advisable to keep the birds 
shut in the house after they have been plac- 
ed in winter quarters. This is especially 
desirable in our northern producing states. 
If the birds are permitted access to range 
after they have been confined they often 
display a nervous condition when they are 
compelled to remain in the houses during 
incler.ent weather. Then, too, permitting 
them access to range may result in colds 
and roup and a great many muddy or dirty 


gs. 

If in handling the pullets or mature hens 
at the time they are placed in the house a 
number of them appear emaciated or dis- 
play a certain degree of paleness it might 
be well to examine them closely for intes- 
tinal parasites, such as round worms or 
tape worms. In fact, if there is the slight- 
est evidence of this condition arrangements 
should be made to worm the entire flock, 
making sure that a good product is used for 
this purpose. 

Occasionally, during the time the bird: 
are confined, it is a good plan to give the 
birds about one to two tablespoonfuls of 
Epsom Salts to a gallon of water because 
nine-tenths of the diseases of poultry have 
their inception through the intestinal tract 
of the bird and by keeping the intestines 
regulated serious trouble can often be 
avoided. 

It is easier to keep a bird healthy than 


it is to doctor sick or diseased stock. Then, 

too, healthy chickens encourage producers 

and sick chickens will discourage producers. 
Catching Crate. 

Pullets or hens should be handled as little 
as possible as this tends to slacken produc- 
tion. In order to eliminate a large amount 
of chasing, etc., it is advisable to use a 
catching crate whenever the hens are 
handled. 

The box should be made of convenient 
dimensions with one end having a door that 
slides up and down. This end should be 
drawn up to the opening in the hen house 
and the door of the crate should be raised 
and the birds driven into the crate. The 
door on the crate can then be dropped and 
the hens caught through the door in the 
top of the crate. This crate is a convenient 
piece of equipment for any farm flock and 
should be used for culling, delousing, etc. 

Effect of External and Internal Parasites 
on Winter Production. 

At this time of the year the flocks should 
be thoroughly examined for external and 
internal parasites. These hazards often- 
times cause considerable difficulty in the 
flock during cold weather. It is true that 
external parasites cause more trouble dur- 
ing warm weather but their effect on a 
flock is oftentimes more evident towards 
fall and winter. The wise poultryman will 
treat his flock for external parasites dur- 
ing the early fall months, in order that he 
may have some assurance of his flock be- 
ing free from this vermin during the win- 
ter. It is also a good plan to spray the 
house for the control of mites prior to the 
time that the hens are put into the winter 
quarters. 

Internal parasites cause more trouble 
during the winter months. as a_ general 
rule, than the external parasites. No flock 
can give efficient results when the intestin- 
al tract of the chicken is contaminated with 
round and tape worms. A chicken cannot 
make the best use of feed unless the intes- 
tinal tract is ‘clean and functioning proper- 
ly. If there is any doubt in the mind of the 
producer regarding internal parasites the 
best practice would be to worm the stock 
prior to the time that it is placed in winter 
quarters. 

When one is interested in obtaining the 
maximum results from a flock it is well to 
keep in mind that observation of the stock 
is one of the best methods to eliminate 
trouble. In other words, a close study of 
the birds will reveal any irregularity and 
this irregularity can then be checked before 
any damage can be done. 

There is an old saying that. “The Eye of 
the Master Fattens the Cattle’ which can 
be changed to read that, “The Eye of the 
Master Determines the Success or Failure 
with Poultry.”

12:30. Interested spectators had assembled 
along the rail and upon the seats—the pa- 
villion was crowded about to capacity be- 
fore the show started. Within the arena a 
rope encircled an area perhaps thirty by 
sixty feet. This section reserved for own- 
ers, exhibitors, and the press was crowded 
too. At the extreme north end of the arena 
a section had been reserved in which to 
show the Aberdeen-Angus. Before the first 
class put in its appearance we looked the 
crowd over pretty carefully, there were men 
from as far east as Maine, others from as 
far west as Colorado, and no doubt men 
from still farther distances whom we did 
not know. While thus engaged in survey- 
ing the audience someone called out—“here 
comes the bride.” The aged bull procession 
had entered the building and was approach- 
ing the prescribed area within which they 
were to do battle. The audience stood at 
attention while Judge W. J. Kennedy, of St. 
Joseph, Missouri, worked quickly over the 
class of seven bulls. At the end of a going 
over he commanded them to march. Es- 
cort Marshall was the first to leave the 
procession and assume his position at the 
head of the string. Like clockwork they 
fell in line, Excelsior Marshall for second 
place and Kileenmere 15th next and so on 
until each had halted.

When Judge 
Kennedy had gone over them carefully he 
laid his hand upon the old bull Escort Mar- 
shall and smiling said, “there is one of the 
most wonderful bulls I ever laid hands on. 
Such depth, such covering, such smoothness 
and such agility is a combination seldom 
found in one animal.” 

Three younger bulls fell in line for the 
junior championship. Here too it was dis- 
covered that the three youngsters belonged 
to this same tribe. All were grandsons of 
Karl Marshall. Two of them owned by Mr. 
Shipton and the other by the Browns. The 
latter, Revolution 84th 423972, an excep- 
tionally smooth youngster, pleasing in ev- 
ery way proved a popular junior champion. 
Searcely had the junior champion pulled 
alongside the old bull when the judge point- 
ed to the older bull, designating him as the 
grand champion.
